Heretofore the 
junk-shop men paid 1* cents a pound for 
rags, and received IX to 8 cents a pound for 
them . Now they cannot pay more than half a 
cent a pound, and there is no money to be 
made at those figures. 


—The court house and public library bosses 


ought to have that piece of matting removed 
from the nrst landing of the main entrance 
stairway. It is nice enough In Its way to kill 
sound, but sooner or later It will be the cause 
of somebody breaking his or her neck coming 
down the steps.

interesting scenes »bout congrets do not get 
into the newspapers. Tbe Capitol Is a little 
city in itself, and its four floors cover nearly 
twelve acnss otspaoe, every inch of which 
juit now booms with the life of:. a hot con- 
gressional session. In. this city the streets 
cross and recross each other. They wind in 
and put through dark .passages, until, with- 
out a gude, ths stranger becomes tewll- 
dered and. lost The population of this city 
is made up of the busiest, wittiest and 
brainiest men from all .parts of the tTnited 
States. 
It has its aristocrats and lo 


plebeians, its milUonaires and its paupers, 
its masters and serfrantk It contains eiti- 
lena of both sexes. It -abonnds in queer 
characters and its-population -is as cosmo- 
politan as that of Paris, In it a constant 
baying and selling is going on, and the arti- 
cles,-of merchandise .range aa high as the 
price ol the rote of» congressman or sena- 
tor, and fall as low as that of a big red 


All tbat the public knows of this, mighty 


beehive city is that which goes on in the 
chambers of the house and senate and in the 
parlors of the supreme court. ; It enters only 
the places where the leading mBU of the 
Capitol City pose for the outside world, and 
and where the god of buncombe is all su- 
preme. In these letters I propose to give 
you a wider view of congressional life, to 
take you into the untrodden paths of this 
great town, and point out to you the many 
things that are unwritten and unknown. 


The main boulevard of the Capitol City is 


the lower.passage which runs from the sen- 
ate at one end of the building to the front 
door of the house at the other. It is a grand, 
vaulted, arcaded street twenty feet wide, 
paved with gayly colored tiles, and during 
tbe session filled with a jostling, hurry- 
ing throng, of sightseers, statesmen, mes- 
sengers, lobbyists and people of all classes, 
conditions, ages and sexes. Booths of dif- 
ferent kinds are kept in the recesses which 
jut off from. its side, and as it nears the 
house door it i« walled with telegraph of- 
fices, cable offices and cigar stands. 


Leaving the senate it goes past the su- 


preme court and its gray-headed colored 
doorkeeper, on through the rotunda under 
the great dome, by the little French woman 
into Statuary hall, and on between the new 
statues of Robert Fulton and James A. Gar- 
field into the corridor leading straight to 
the house door. 


The little old French woman, just beyond 


the rotunda, is one 
ot the. characters 
of the Capitol. For

Just beyond this cigar stand you come to

The wide boulevard branches off at this 
point in two directions, like the head of a 
"1," and runs all around the house cham- 
ber.

great crowd surrounding it. Two door- 
keepers are .kept busy guarding it, and 
carrying cards into the member*.' • The, card 
writing ia done by a frowsy-headed little 
fellow at a desk to the left ot the entrance. 


the members arc paid, nnd here many of 
them do all their banking business. It is a 
long hall-like room, with a high vaults.! 
ceiling, and walls kalsomined in light pin!;. 
As you enter you step into a carpeted spaco 
like that in front of a narrow bank oflic.i, 
and all your surroundings are those of au 
ordinarv bnnk. On the left are de?k shelves, 
with racks above them, containing checks 
and deposit blanks, and on the o'.her side, 
back of the railing and walled off by a uet 
work or wire as high as your head, the teller 
and cashier look out of two little holes 
through which they pay out or receive 
money. Standing beside them is a big safe, 
eight feet high and about six feet wide, 
with walls o£ iron two feet thick, in 
which the money 
is kept, and which 
contains every 
year about $8,000,- 
000. 
Congressmen 


are paid- in green- 
backs, and these are 
brought here every 
day by a messenger 
to the amount of 
tens of thousands of 
dollars, in packa- 
ges 
of 
100 bills 


each. 
These bills 


range from $5 to 
$100, and they are 
kept inside the safe, 
hi a little tin box 
about half the siz9 of a bread bos. I looked 
at some of the package? to-day, and coveted 
a little one of 100 $100 bills, worth 510,000, 
and not thicker than your finger. 


Congressmen can check upon tue bank of 


the Capitol to the extent of their deposit or 
their salary, but they cannot check one tbe 
money before it is earned. Some of them 
do not draw any money till the end of the 
year, and taKe their whole 35.000 at once. 
Others check out their pay every month, and 
others live from han i to mouth and come in 
regularly and draw thelrfits every day. Some of the 
wealth er members keep thousands of dollars here 
•on deposit, nnd there was a member not long ago 
who kept oa ranch as $30.1X10 In the bank here. A 
close account is kept with every congressman, and a 
regular set of banking books are balanced every 
day. 
In addition to their salaries membera are hen 


paid their mileage, and as en example of the Ine- 
quality of tbe present iyetem Bel< gate? Bf-anr of 
Arizona, receives $L6CD »»»'y year Tor mileage, while 
Bepreaentatlve JJarbour, ot Virginia, can draw only 
$3.2). When 1 was In the sergeant-at-arms' offlce to- 
day Tom Reed was itaudtng;vrlth his hat on and his 
bands In his pockets taTkhig to Charley Felton, tba 
richest congVessman, to whom the teller was paying 
some money.
